ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD, 

For  the  year  ending  March  t,  i8gi. 


Whether  or  not  it  is  observed,  all  the  business  affairs 
of  men  or  communities  call  for  a  "settling  day."  Mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  education  of  the  children  and 
youth  of  our  land  are  not  only  no  exception,  but  are  of 
far-reaching  importance  as  bearing  upon  the  happiness 
and  welfare  of  society  as  the  generations  move  on. 

We  are  again  at  the  close  of  a  school  year,  and  your 
Board  of  Education  has  again  to   report  upon  the  con- 
dition of  our  schools  for  the  year  past,  and  respectfully 
suggest  steps  for  the  year  upon  which  we  are  entering. 
The   free  public  schools    of  our   country   have   long 
been  one  of  its  most  cherished  institutions,  and  deserv- 
edly so,  for  the  principle  underlying  the  whole  fabric  of 
intelligence  of  any  community  is  that  every  child  shall 
be  furnished  with  fair  and  equal  means  for   acquiring 
whatever  of  an  education  our  public  schools  have  to  offer. 
Righteous  and  grand  as  was  this  inception  b}^  our  fore- 
fathers, it  was  but  a  germ  for  succeeding  generations  to 
perfect ;  for,  nurtured  and  fostered  as  it  ever  since  has 
been,  it  is  plain  that  the  system  has  been  subject  to  de- 
velopment and  growth  till  the  improved  methods  and 
appliances  of  \h.Q.  well-equi^fed  school  room  of  to-day 
make  many  a  gray-haired  youth,  even  of  forty  or  fifty 
winters,  sigh  that  his  boyhood  was  not  thus  favored. 

Under  the  old  district  system  many  a  school  outlying 
from  village  centres,  though  having  a  goodly  number  of 
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pupils,  had  but  its  f^ve  or  six  weeks'  term  in  winter,  and 
scarcely  a  dozen  weeks  for  the  year. 

But,  thanks  to  the  "better  way,"  all  the  children  of 
any  town,  in  whatever  section  of  it  their  homes  may  be, 
have  for  five  years  stood  on  an  equal  footing  each  with 
the  other  as  to  the  number  of  weeks  of  free  schooling;  to 
which  the  present  law  and  justice  entitle  them. 

As  to  the  furnishing  of  free  text  books,  Chichester 
was  not  abreast  of  the  times  until  the  state  law  a  year 
ago  made  it  compulsory,  although  many  were  the  rural 
towns  around  us,  and  throughout  the  state,  that  took  the 
upward  step  long  in  advance. 

Two  years  ago  most  of  the  text  books  in  hands  of 
our  pupils — and  furnished  at  their  own  individual  ex- 
pense— had  long  been  in  use,  whereby  many  changes 
were  needed.  But  the  vote  of  Chichester  for  1889  re- 
fused the  appropriation  of  a  dollar  above  what  the  law 
required,  even  for  the  employment  of  teachers.  Hence, 
for  that  year,  but  nineteen  weeks  of  school  could  be 
furnished,  and  that  number  only  by  dint  of  combining 
several  of  the  outer  sections.  But,  to  the  great  credit  of 
the  town,  a  year  ago  the  voluntary  liberal  appropriation 
of  $500  was  made,  enabling  your  School  Board  not 
only  to  make  the  needed  change  in  books  and  pay  for 
them,  but  to  provide  three  terms  for  every  school  child 
in  town,  aggregating  for  the  year  26^  weeks.  And  it 
is  earnestly  hoped  no  backward  step  will  be  taken.  It 
is  only  by  a  live,  earnest  co-operation  of  parents,  schol- 
ars, teachers,  and  the  Board,  that  the  best  results  can 
be  achieved.  To  this  end  parents  should  not  claim  un- 
reasonable things  of  any  law,  such  as  annihilating  dis- 
tance from  their  homes  to  church,  post-office,  or  school. 
The  underlying  principle  of  all  righteous  law  is  the 
"  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number,"  and  no  injus- 
tice   to    any.      It    always,    therefore,    contemplates    for 
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everyone  self-help  and  self-effort,  so  far  as  well  can  be. 
To  such  and  such  only  does  any  just  law  contemplate 
even  its  aid.  And  so  it  is  in  the  matter  of  aiding  chil- 
dren to  school  assistance  for  those  at  a  distance  ;  and 
the  helpful  provision  should  not  be  abused. 

Deeply  did  your  Board  feel  the  importance  of  a  wise 
and  judicious  selection  of  text  books,  and  this,  together 
with  their  distribution,  gave  rise  to  much  anxious  care 
and  labor.  There  was  no  lack  of  material  to  examine, 
for  the  army  of  publishers  just  then  had  such  a  lively 
interest  in  New  Hampshire's  welfare. 

Our  list  decided  upon  was  as  follows  : 

Lippincott's  New  Series  of  Readers. 

"  Popular  Speller. 

Greenleaf's  Arithmetic. 
Harper's  Geographies. 
"         Copy  Books. 
Barnes'  Histories. 
Cutter's  Physiology. 
Meservey's  Book-keeping. 
Raub's  Grammar  (retained). 

There  are  other  good  books,  but  from  practical  use  of 
the  ones  adopted  and  the  concurrent  testimony  of  teach- 
ers and  scholars,  we  have  seen  no  reason  to  regret  our 
choice.  Our  purchases  were  made  direct  from  the  pub- 
lishers, through  their  respective  Boston  agencies,  with 
the  trade  discount  off,  which  alone  and  as  a  whole,  as 
compared  with  usual  retail  price,  saves  to  the  town 
many  dollars.  Total  expenditure  for  books,  $227.23 
(see  treasurer's  report  herewith).  But  small  further 
outlay  for  books  will  be  needed  in  the  next  two  or  three 
years ;  but  besides  text  books,  maps,  and  dictionaries, 
our  geography  cla^sses  (and  the  school  in  general) 
should  be  supplied-  with  a.  fair-sized  globe,  and  we  hope 
this  will  be  duly  reflichecl  in  the  ye'ar  to  come. 
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Your  school  houses  are  in  quite  as  good  repair  as  a 
year  ago,  requiring  for  the  year  an  expenditure  of 
$24.47.  With  the  outlay  for  books  the  past  year,  and 
our  desire  for  as  many  weeks  of  schooling  as  possible, 
we  have  not  seen  our  way  for  any  extensive  repairs, 
such  as  painting  the  buildings  and  general  or  particular 
renovation,  or  the  procuring  of  improved  seats,  with 
which  we  hope  some  day  to  see  our  school  rooms 
supplied. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  the  cost  per  scholar  for  main- 
taining our  schools  is  much  in  excess  of  what  it  would 
be  if  the  parents  in  the  smaller  school  sections  would 
but  cordially  co-operate  to  reduce  the  number  of  schools ; 
but  as  long  as  the  little,  old  district  idea  is  clung  to, 
though  the  number  of  scholars  dwindle  more  and  more, 
but  little  progress  at  combination  can  be  made,  or  the 
cost  rate  per  scholar  reduced. 

Schools  of  equal  length  have  been  continued  in  all 
the  six  usual  sections  of  the  town  district.  Though 
there  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  acquirements,  individ- 
uality, experience,  and  aptness  of  teachers,  we  feel  that 
we  have  been  unusually  fortunate,  as  a  whole,  in  the 
teachers  employed,  for  no  term  for  the  year,  of  any 
school,  has  failed  of  a  marked  success. 

Better  order  in  general  has  been  maintained,  and  we 
believe  no  year  can  be  recalled  when  all  the  schools 
have  made  better  progress.  One  bane  of  a  school  is 
irregular  attendance.  But  so  much  has  been  written 
and  said  upon  this  subject  it  seems  that  nought  but  a 
"  cyclone "  will  ever  awaken  some  parents  to  the  im- 
portance of  having  their  children  zuorkers  at  school, 
instead  of  allowing  less  important  or  trivial  things  to 
cause  tardiness  or  absence. 

It  is  our  our  constant  aim  to  have  the  evil  lessened. 
Parents  and  guardians,  help  us  !
